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Queen Marie Antoinette 

OF France 

(1755-1793) 



Marie Antoinette was born in Vienna on 2nd Novembgr 1755 and was sent 
to Versaiiies at the age of just fourteen to become tine Daupliine and cement 
a political alliance between Austria and France. She married the Dauphin. 
Louis- Augusts, who wasjusta year older than her. on 16th May 1770. Marie 
Antoinette became Queen of France when she was only 19 upon the sudden 
death of Louis XV, She bore her child, a daughter, in 1778 and a son, the 
Dauphin in 1 731 . but sadly he died of tuberculosis in June 1 789 on the cusp 
of the Revolution, 

While the Royal family could have left Paris after the storming of the Bastille 
in July 1 789 the King chose to stay in Paris. It was to prove a fatal mistake. 
Marie- Antoinette was taken to the guillotine on 1 6th October 1 793 but at all 
times displayed dignity and courage. 



LADY ELIZABETH SUTHERLAND (1765-1839) 

AND THE 

SACHETS OF DIAMONDS AND PEARLS 

Elizabeth Leveson-Gower. Countess of Sutherland, accompanied her husband 
George Granville Leveson-Gower to France when he was appointed British 
Amt)assadDr in 1 790. During the two tumultuous years they spent in Paris. 
Elizabeth got to know the Queen and was one of the few foreign dignitaries 
who was of real comfort to her while incaserated. She provided Marie 
Antoinette with disguises in her abortive attempt to flee Paris and had sent 
linen for the Dauphin; reportedly the last gesture of kindness shown to the 
doomed Queen, Therefore it is no surprise to hear that by family tradition 
Marie Antoinette entrusted Lady Sutherland with one sachet of peads and one 
of diamonds which she carried with her in August 1792 when London had to 
withdraw her French amt}assador. Lady Sutherland was issued with a passport 
signed by the Minister of Foreign Affairs. Le Brun. stating that she had free 
passage returning to England and no obstacle was to be put in her way.

XV Tor his mistress Madame du Barry rrom the Crown JewellHS

has even been made Into a film "The Affair of the Necklace" In 2001. 

\f\ 1772 Louis XV had commissioned, at vast expense (1.600,000 

UvT'Ssl a magnificent diamond nectlace that was meant to be the 
fine^ eva" made, for his mistress Madame du Bany, It took the 
Jewellers several years to gather together enough top quality 
dtamonds to fulfil their Royal commission. So long In fact that by the 
time It was finished, Louis XV had died of smallpoK (May 1 774) and 
his mistress was banished from the Court. The Jewellers had hoped 
that The new king, Louis XVI, would offerthe necklace, that consisted 
or 647 diamonds In a series of double-rows decorated by festoons 
and tassels, to his wife Marie Antoinette, The necklace was 
suhsequently offered to the Queen but she refused and said that 
surely the money would be better spent on building a naval vessel. 




necklace that Boehmer and Baszanger were still desperate Va sell. An 
elaborate scam was then set In motion, wftti the Cardinal meeting the 
'Queen' (who was In tact a prostitute called Nicole Leguary d'Ollra)to 
hand over the necklace at night In the grounds of the Palace of 
VerMllles, She thanked him forthe woncterful gift and assured him all 
would be well at Court which of course. In reality would not be the 
case. The Cardinal was further duped by Jeanne who presented him 
with a forged letter supposedly from the queen expressing her 
gratitude, When the time came to pay for the necklace Jeanne 
presented the Cardinal's notes to Boehmer but they were Insufficient 
and the Jeweller complained to the Queen, who told him that she had 
neva" ordered the necklace nor Indeed received It. 

On August ISth the Cardinal was about to officiate at the 
Assumption Day service with all the Court present when he was 
brought before the King to explain hew he had been fooled by a 
forged lener signed "Marie Antoinette de France" as royalty never 
used surnames. The Cardinal was taken to the Bastille, whilst the 
police amested others Involved, Including Jeanne who was sentenced 
to be branded and whipped. In the ensuing trial by the Parts 
Parliament the Cardinal was acquitted and thus, by Implication, the 
people thought that the Queen was somehow more Involved than she 
let on. 

'The affair of the necklace', was a huge cause celebre and 
contributed to the decline In the Queen's popularity. Meanwhile 
the real perpetrator, Jeanne, eventually took refuge In London 
where her husband had already come with parts of the necklace. 
He sold the diamonds to Robert Gray of Bond Street and Nathaniel 
Jefferles of Piccadilly and It Is probably from this source that the six 
pear-shaped diamonds, now being offered for sale, as part of The 
brooch originated.

Another more prosaic reason was that she did not want to wear a 
piece of Jewellery, however wonderful, that had been made for 
another woman - especially a courtesan. By now the Jewellers were

Tine birth of 
the Dauphin In 1 781 presented the Jewellers with a new reason to tiy 
and sell the necklace to the king as he must have been delighted to 
have been given a son and heir - ag^n the Queen refund. 

Jeanne de Salnt-Remy de Valois, a lady Df dubious character, became 
in Marcti 1784 the mistress of Cardinal de Rohan who was veiy

BOUCHERON 

Frederic Boucheron opened his first jcaellery salon at 
the Palais Royal m iSjfl, and soon acquired fame asim 
ei^ert in precious stones. 1 maiteri'ul technician and a 
creator of beautiful jrwellery. In 1853. he was the fust 
jeweller to set up shop at the Place Vendomc where he 
conrinucd to serwe die social elitc,a.Tid from where die 
fiira Jtill operates succcsafuHy today. O-pcr the years, 
the Maison Boucheron opened branches in Moscow 
and London, and also in Japan, the Middle and Far 
East. Bone heron exhibited in many international 
e^ositions including the lUf 6 Philadelphia 
Centennial, the 1885 and Ipno Espcsitions

in 1903. Mario BuccellaL began an apprencicestiip in 
goldsmithing at Beltranii e Besiuti in Milan and in 
ig ip, he opened hisfitstshop in Via Santa Mar f^ierila. 
In the loilowmgycais. tbefime ofBucceilarijenrli 
began to attract iic attention of royalty all over die 
vsorld.Li Ifi'Zj.he opened a (hop in Etome.inVin dei 
Condotti followed in 1525 by one in Florence, in Via 
Tornabuom.and itwas in 1953 diatashop in New 
York opened, [n 1563. die three sons of Mario, who 
were goldMiiilfas thsniclvcs, decided to crcite ibeit 
own companv: Pederaco Bu c cell ati runs the shop m 
Rome and in Milan. inVia. delli Spigi. He continued 
his fadier's activity' b\' preserving all the ideas that had 
been instilled inhimv^hile they wo iked togethei.No 
matter what precious materials arc emplcycd, taste, 
beauty and penonali?atiDn are tie prime factors ■when 
aBncceUidjcwdis created.

J. E. CALDWELL & CO. 

Jamea E. Caldwell worked for a shortpcriodof tmie 
on Maiden Lane, in Newport City, before opening a 
small watchiuakeA shop on Fifth and Chestnut Street 
in Philadelphia, sometime in die early ISjos.ln 194S. 
the firm took on its currentname,J. E.Caldwell and 
Company. In 1333. under die direction ofAiistion 
Honicr,who had become president of Caldwell's the 
previous yrar. the compony began a biancb store 
eacpans ion, opening dieir second location in the Hotel 
Dupont in Wilmington, Delaware. CaldweU flf Co. 
was pnirchaied by Henry Birks & Sons, a Montreal- 
based jeweller and m August iggs.was acq^uired by 
Carlyle Si Co ,a family owned jewellery concemm 
Greensboro. North Carolina. 

CARTIER 

Cartier was founded ir: Paris in IS47 by Louis-pEan;>ois 
Carrier. It w,'as his three prandsons. Loins, Pierre and 
Jacgna, "who were responsible for establishing the 



fanioLB wodd-"wide empire. Louis lebained responsibiUty 
for the Paris branch, moving it to the me de la Paia: in 
ISpg. Jacques took charge of the London opetadon in 
lllcrCvviiichhad opened in Itjoz, eventually moving it to 
the current location on New Bond Street. Pierre 
established die New'Vbik branch in 1909. relocating it in 
I13I7 to the current location at 655 Fifth Awrniie. 
Bmnches were opened m Mnscow and the ftrsian Gulf 
in 1910, followed by openings in Catmes and Monte 
Carlo. Prominent amongst Carder's gifted team, were 
Charles Jacqucau who joined Louis Carder in ![}□(] for a 
lifetime and Jeanne Ibussaint who was appomted 
Director of Pitie Jewellery from iggg. hi 1564, following 
thedeadi ofl'iCTir.

After die fall ofNapoleon. die business 
continued under ihc direction of Jean-Eaptistc Foain 
and his son. Jules, both artist. who succeeded in 
capturing the spirit of Romantic ism in jewellery just as 
Nitot *■ Fils had done for the Empire In 184)! .Jnles 
Fossin set up a London branch in partnership with J. V 
Morel who was araisted by his son. Prosper. On his 
remrn to Paris m lB34,Prcwper Moreljoined Jules 
Fossin whom he succeeded in lS63.Prcapcr Morel's 
daughter manned Joseph Chauunet m iS^j.Cbaumet 
hod begun hia jewellery career at die age of fifteen, 
working in his parents' jewellery shop in Bordeam.

wedding gifb for his future wife .Jacqueline Bouvier 
Kennedy from his sdcm.ln thclals Ifidos and ^s the 
firm expanded outside of Greece to -Geneva, Hong 
Kong, London. New"Syrk. Paris.Tokyo and Zurich. 
Lalaoiuiis' lour daughters are associated with the firm, 
each contributing dieir expertise to paihcuhr areas of 
the company.The faniilv inaugiiralcd a miiseuoi 
contaitiing over 4,000 of their creitions at the foot of

MAUBOUSSIN 

In 1837. Mr. Hocher and his cousin, Baptis te Noury, 
established a jewellery shop in Paris which, by IS 30. 
had been taken over by Noury His ncpheiw, Georges 
Mauboussin, joined the firm, assuming control in 
13 J6. In IJizz,. the business was named 'Mauboussin. 
Sncceaseur dp IMonxy^, and later. sunply'Maubouaain' 
The house of Mauboumm contributed to all major 
international exhibitions in the first half of ftic aolh 
century including Milan in ll]Z3 and 19Z4; New York 
in lt]:i4 and Ifljl]; Strasbourg in 1^24; and Paris in 
lpr.5, 1331 and lQ37.They Miere awarded rtie Grand 
Prijc at the Ipij Exposition dcs Arts Dccoratifs in 
Paris and. for his contributions to the world of 
jewellery Georges Manbonsiin was awarded die 
"Legion d' Honneur" .The firm opened branches in 
London and Buenos Aires iwhich have subsequently 
closed. In October Ipap, they opened in ofiice in 
NewYorfc, but following the stock market crash less 
than one month later, a merger was negotiated with 
the American jeweller. Tribert 8; Hoeffer.Trabert & 
HoeSei took over the location and stock, and ail 
jewellery retailed under this contract was signed 
"Trahert S: Hoeffer Inc. - Mauboussin". TTiis 
agreement lasted until the IJjos. In iooz. 
CJominiquc Fremont. 1 Swiss businessman, acquired a 
majority of the tlrm with Patrick Mauboussin 
remaining involved in the creation of the jewellery.

Frederick Kunz, propelled Tifajiy i- Co. to the 
lorctont ot the mternational jewellery world. From 
1507. the Ilrm manufactured and sold the jewellery 
designs of Louis Comfort Tiffany, son of the foundec: 
Upon aking over fliemanagemrntofTifTmy &Cn.in 
15;;. Walter Hovmg inaited sewtal talented designers 
tojoin the fu:m.Aniong them wrrcjean Schlumberger 
and Donald Clafhn.ln 1574, they added Eha Pcretri as 
an cs:cliisii.T! designer, foUowed by Palonia Picasso in 
igao.In i((79,Avon Products purchasedTiEfirry A- Co. 
After the management- led buyout ofTifiarrj' in 1984. 
headed by then chairman Williann R. Chancy, and 1 
successful pubUc offering of stock in 1Q57, the con'piny 
has successfiilly expanded into key doroestu: and 
international maikets.Today they concise mcic thin 
Ion locations wtdiI divide. 

VAN CLEEF&AR PELS 

The history ot the tanioiis Parisian jev^-ellerv house 
began in 19^6 with the marriage of Eitehe Arpels to 
AltredVan Clecf.The company was founded in igofi hy 
Alfred and his brother-in lav/. Charles Arpds at zz. 
PljceVcndcime.julien Arpels joined the family businea 
m igaS, and Louis Aipels in 1513.. The desigji 
collaboration between Rene Sim. Lacaze and Hoie 
Puissant, the daughter of Estelle Arpels and AlJiedVan 
Cleef. beg^ in lllzfi. marking the start of t^o decades 
of highly creative design for thefirm.Tlie oldest son of 
Julien Arpels. Claude, joined in l^i^. ibllowrd by hia 
brothcn Jacques and Pierre in iQi6 and 1944. An 
American boutique was opened by Claude in 
Riickcfelicr Center in New Yurk in Ipjl}. soon 
relociting to its dcfinitiwr address at 744 Fifth Avenue, 
and the firstof si3 bontiqLieB in iie US today The IJijcs 
szw some of the company's most iconic dcsi^: the 
housed arguable trademark, the Mystery Setting - 
where the mounting of the gcmstones is cleverly 
hidden behind the continuous cahbrc-cut ruby and 
sapphire surface of the jewel -W3i invented m igggjand 
the concept of the Minaudiere. made in honour of 
Floience Jay Gould, was mvcnted m 193c by Charles 
Arpels. The versatile 'Passe Partout* range was also 
developed at this time. In the foUowing decades, the 
firm upheld its reputation for innovation with the 
snowtTafce jewels of the IS40S. the zip necklace of the 
igyis. the balletjeiwL^ of the igSos and iheAlhambra 
theme of the Ipjos.
